(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Minami et al as cited by applicant in view of White. 

Minami et al disclose automatic cleaning device for surface submerged in a liquid 
including chassis carrying device for filtration of the liquid; units for driving chassis on 
surface to be leaned; motor born on chassis and arranged for transmitting motor 
movement to at lest one part of drive units, means for controlling motors; method 
including operation consisting of detecting changes in devices' inclination corresponding 
to its passage into a concave junction zone between two portions of submerged surface 
inclined relative to each other on condition that at least one change of device's 
inclination is detected a cleaning method is begun consists of at least tow reversal of 
device drive direction with at least one reversal ion each surface portion , such that 
device passes over concave junction zone from one portion of submerged surface to 
the other, see col 16 lines 46-col 17 lines 3, col 20 lines 66-coll 21 lines 67 and col 22 
lines 1-10 . Minami et al doesn't specifically say at least three times. White discloses at 
least three times device passes over surface, see col 22 lines 35-41 . It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the automatic cleaning device 
of Minami et al with the three times passing of White, since Minami et al discloses a 
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number of times the passing over a surface to clean, three times could just as well be 
done, also there is nothing specific about the number of passing for cleaning.
